The first university to announce 
an Increase in its basic charges was 
Yale University. The basic charges 
for Yale undergraduate, will be 
raiscd'*$183.00 starting next Septem- 
ber. This means, that students at 
Old EH will be paying $1,600 rather 
than $1,415 for tuition, board and 
room, athletics, accident insurance, 
laboratory and .graduation fees. 

Yale President A. W. .Grlswold, 
announcing that the Increases had 
been adopted "only after great 
deliberation and exhaustive study," 
said that scholarship students 
would get funds to meet their 
higher costs, and students who can- 
not meet the new fees will get 
help. He also revealed that Yale 
will cut Its undergraduate enroll- 
ment from 4,000 to 3,800. 

Vassar College >for, women has 
announced an Increase of $400 In 
its fees, bringing the basic charges 
up to $2,000. It was unofficially 
announced recently that Columbia 
University would experience, a fee 
increase of $73 a semester. This 
would bring the tuition and Uni- 
versity fee up to $790 a year.

Toronto — (CUP) — Eighteen na- 
tional student unions, none of them 
members of the Communist-domin- 
ated International Union of Stu- 
dents, met In Edinburgh early this 
month and laid the foundations for 
what observers believe might well 
be taken for a Western union of 
students. 

As the result of four Canadian 
resolutions, and International sec- 
retariat has been set up to co-or- 
dinate the work of the 18 nations 
student unions. 

To be called the co-ordinating 
secretariat for Western Unions the 
secretariat, to be located in Hoi 
land, will be purely an administra 
tlvc body, with no executive powers 
at all. Its chief job. will be to 
make sure the various national 
unions are carrying out the projects 
they undertook at Edinburgh, and 
to advise them' If necessary.

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Western Union - a Mistake 

about a year ago, 18 student unions met In 



oekholm to plan activities for international stu- 
dent cooperation among non-communist countries. 
These unions were all either non-members of, or 
in disagreement with the communist-dominated 
International Union of Student* (IUS). One of 
the things the Stockholm conference strove hard 
not to do was set up a Western union. 

A wee*k ago these same unions, and some others, 
ended a meeting in Edinburgh designed to lake 
up where the Stockholm conference left off. Go- . 
lng on the press reports we have received from 
Toronto and which appear, elsewhere in this issue 
we can only conclude thAt the Edinburgh confer- 
ence did what delegates at Stockholm tried not to 
do — form a Western union. 

First, the conference set up a secretariat and 
called it the Coordinating Secretariat for Western 
Unions. , Second, the secretariat was forbidden 
"-om dealing with the communist IUS. Although 

'■f : <T five* year* now, the 'communist body has 
lively demonstrated how difficult cooperation 
/them is. Even signs of cooperation coming 
iHhem, in the end turns 'out to. be mere pro- 
— but, for them, good propaganda. By 
action at Edinburgh, the weal has given the IUS 
a great piece of propaganda, équivalent to the 
•propaganda field-day the Russians would have If 
the United States, Britain, and the rest withdrew' 
from the United Nations and «et up their own 
fo'rsanizatlon. 

>"i McGill voted the Canadian delegation $200 
*Wn**fl^The Daily supported the idea of a Weil- 
- ,f*rence, they were not condoning the for- 
^ . a Western Union. Although believing 
rhsst »tion with the IUS was for the present 
'-possible, there was never any intention of dis- 




missing the thought entirely. 

In these columns on Dec. 12 of last year, just 
after we had heard the final plans for, the con. 
ference, we agreed with the idea of setting up a 
Secretariat for non-affiliated members of IUS, 
but added that any such attempt would look like 
the beginnings 'of a permanent set-up. This, we 
said, could easily be avoided If the conference 
stated clearly its alms on International unity, ad- 
mitted the incompleteness of any organization It 
could form, and, In fact indicate that this new 
union need not, or indeed, would not want to be 
permanent. It should also state its pointa of dif- 
ference with IUS and express Its willingness, at, 
any time, to discus* amalgamation. None of this 
did the Edinburgh conference do. Instead it re- 
fused to discuss the IUS question at all. 

By the action auggesled above the next move 
for unity would have to come from the commun- 
ists. We would have left the door open, and it 
would then have been up to them to walk In. 
. In supporting the setting up of a secretariat, we 
felt this would provide a means whereby Western 
unions would be able to keep In touch with wlyit 
others were doing with respect to international 
affairs, and primarily the IUS. With. the interna-, 
tional scene at beat a touchy and a quick-changing 
affair, a accretarlat would more easily keep' Its 
member unions informed. , \ ' 

In sll fairness, it must be said that what little 
discussion of IUS did occur at the Conference was 
due to the effort* of the Canadian delegation. And 
thU is much to their credit. 
The Edinburgh conference set up a secretariat to 
information on all subject* except the

Many people are fed up with the pesji- 
mists who find every historical . age just dandy, 
except the particular one In which they happen 
to be Irving. Bear in mind, however, that because 
the annals of history are liberally sprinkled with 
the affirmations of the unique perversity of "our 
age," this Is no proof that ultimately someone may 
not be right. The intention of this article is not 
ter an apologia for present western clvlllia- 

'Irst of all. let us realize that in many respecta, 
ne magazine is correct. This la an age of Indif- 
nce. How far the disease has extended among 
j)lt, and the degree of their reac" 
ter for later consideration. 

The indifference to fundamental issue* is mora 
disturbing than the cynicism expressed in the writ- 
" many of the novelists who appeared after 
:ld War 1. Today'* prevailing mood of disen- 
chantment Is so deep it lacks even the energy of 
•cynicism! In these words. Dr. Ransan, General 
Secretary of the International Missionary Coun- 
ell, diagnosed the moral 
of many of today's youth 
This severe indictment is one side of the ex- 
' istlng state of affair*. What la' the other more 





positive aide? What are the encouraging sign*. of 
hope in our time? 

One of the mo*t reassuring Indication* of the 
change from an attitude of indifference to one of 
active participation waa a conference held at the 
University of Karuta* during* the Chriatmaa hôll- 
days. This was the sixteenth Student Volunteer 
Movement Quadrennial conference. The purpose 
of the S.V.M. (With which the Canadian Student 
Çhrlatlan Movement is affiliated) waa originally 
to encourage young men and women to aerve In 
the foreign mission fields. Today it* *:ope has 
been extended. The student chairman, a 22-year- 
old theolog. from Pennsylvania told the delegate* 
"the conference here is trying to help all of us to 
find our vocation* as Christian* — not just in 
church work, but whatever we can do beat In 
obedience to God'* purpoae for ua. That may be 
in profession* or busings or — it would be my 
hope for" most of the girl* here — a* housewivea 
with famillea." ' 

For aix day* the beautiful campus of K.U. wai 
taken over by 2200 atudent delegates representing 
47 different countries. They came from every state 
in the Union excépt Nevada, and from every pro- 
vlnce in Canada except Newfoundland. There 
were student* from Japan, Germany, India, China, 
Africa, Korea and another 3D nations. 
Throughout the duration of the conference 
'•Menta' studied, discussed, worahipped, and 
together. Sortie of thè outstanding "theo- 
logiana and missionaries of the world delivered 
inspiring addresses to them, but more important 
than the Intellectual benefit was the realization of 
a devoted supranational fcllowahip atrlving to 
serve their God and serve man in a revolutionary 
time. 

" The primary inference to be drawn from the 
Kansaa conference is this — There 1* a growing 
number of boys and girl* today who are con- 
vinced that a algnificant and fulfilling "modus 
Vivendi" must be religiously 'oriented.

.i allowing free inter-marriage of her daugh- 
these North Africans? Is it not'France that 
has accorded French citizenship to these people, 
given them scholarships to the Sorbonne In Paris,- 
and allowed their representatives seals in her na- 
tional assembly? The North Africans have enjoyed 
respon.«ible ar well a* respectable positions in the 
French Army but today the.v twitch their eye- 
brows, draw their lips taut, and grind their teeth 




at the sight of the once cherished "Drapeau fran- 
cala." It Is hard to explain. 

Libya, the arsenal it the famous desert-fox, 
Field Marshal Rommel, in the second world war, 
today ha* a king— Idrls I— thank* to the "World 
Gamble Platform." the United Nation* Organize- 
tlon. Here we ahould not forget that both the 
English and the French have helped to put thl* 
young nation on her legs. But would Libya take, 
after Morocco or Iran? 

And lastly, Egypt, a country which for some 
decade* had learnt to nile herself, thank* to the 
English Government, Is steadily opening a chapter 
In the history of North Africa. Egypt with her pre- 
sent Pashas want* to exercise control on. every- 
thing Egyptian.
